URRICANE 
IN SOUTH. 


Several Vessels in 
Port Sunk. 


Earthquake Shocks Accom- 
pany Torrential Downpour 


| in Some Sections. 


Many Houses Unroofed in the 
Hundred and F ourteen-mile 
Wind in Pensacola. 


(BY A, P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
TLANTA (Ga.) Oct, 18.—The 
South wag rocked by earth- 
quake and swept by storm at 
the same time today. While «a 
tropical hurricane was fiaying the 
Gulf coast, earth tremors over- 
turned chimneys and frightened 
many people from their homes in 
Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee. 

The earthquake did little damage, 
but a wind that reached a velocity 
of 114 miles an hour lifted roofs 
from houses at Pensacola, Fila., and 
sank a number of vessels in the 
harbor. One life wag lost. 

AT MOBILE. 

Mobile reported that it had been 
touched more lightly, although the 
wind blew 110 miles an hour. Two 


small buildings were destroyed and 
@ negro woman was killed by a live 
wire. Shipping at Mobile had been 
warned and apparently suffered lit- 
tle harm. Two river steamers were 
sunk, a schooner and a steamer 
were driven ashore and smal! boats 
were lost. 

The earth shocks were felt short- 
ly after 4 o'clock and were severest 
in Montgomery and Birmingham, 
Ala., where swaying office buildings 
were emptied within a few minutes. 
In these towns chimneys were de- 
stroyed and articles were hurled 
= 

opa. mo damage was 
reported. 


The earthquake was felt as far 
north as Louisville, Ky., and east of, 
Augusta, Ga. Its duration was about 
three minutes, and there were two 
shocks. 


THE HURRICANE. 


The hurricane had been sweeping 
northward from Yucatan and hit 
the coast early today. It had moved 
well into the interior tonight with 
decreased intensity, and shipping 
was notified by weather officers that 
all danger wag past on the sea. 
Mobile was struck early in the 
day and wire communication went 
down in a short time. Soon Pensa- 
cola, too, was cut off, and not until 
tonight was it possible to reach that 
Estimates tonight put the 
damage in Mobile at $16,000, but 
no estimates had been made of the 
loss at Pensacola. New Orleans es- 
caped the storm. 
Everywhere the high wind was 
accompanied by a torrential down- 
pour of water. At Burwood, La., 
there wag a fall of: nearly eleven 
inches during the day. Montgomery, 
Ala., was swept by a heavy wind, 
and there was a heavy rainfall, but 
little damage. “Houses were dam- 
aged at Opp, Ala., and there was 
damage at other small towns 
throughout Alabama. Houses and 
stores were unroofed at Troy. In 
these sections there was no report 
of loss of life. 
Reports coming in late tonight 
from many small towns in Alabama 
indicated that the damage in rural 
districts might reach many thou- 
sands of dollars. Traveling salesmen 
reaching Montgomery told of build- 
ings blown down and unroofed and 
of thousands of acres of timber be- 
ing damaged throughout Alabama. 
Virtually the same district on the 
Guif Coast that was hit by today’s 
storm suffered heavy damage in the 
great July hurricane. Then ship- 
ping sustained the most serious loss 
ever known in a Gulf storm, and in 
scores of cities and towns the dam- 
age went into the thousands of dol- 
lars. A short time later millions of 
dollars of damage was done by a 
storm in the two Carolinas. 
VESSELS SUNK. 

{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 
PENSACOLA (Fia.) Oct. 18.— 
Several vessels in the harbor here 
were sunk, numerous small craft 
suffered damage, and one life was 
lost in the terrific tropical hurricane 
that swept through here today. At 
one time the wind reached a veloc- 
ity of 114 miles an hour. Property 
damage in Pensacola itself was con- 
fined chiefly to roofs blown off and 
plate glass windows destroye.. 

The navy aeronautical station 
near here escaped with compara- 
tively little damage. The newly-com- 
pleted permanent hangars with- 
stood the gale, but several aero- 
planes were reported damaged. 

The gale camein such terrific and 
sudden gusts that it blew three or 
four persons thorugh plate glass win- 
dows in the dowtown district and 
carried away. the weather observa- 
tion tower ontop ofa high building. 
The barometer registered 29.05 just 
before all instruments were put out 
of commission this morning, and the 
gale had raged up to 114 miles an 
hour and then dropped in ten min- 
utes to fourteen, before a change of 
direction, and a rise to ninety-eight 
miles took off the power.

FRENCH PATROL 
ARRESTS GREEKS 


Athens Military Commander 
Orders Out Troops. 


Entente Guards may Possibly 
be Withdrawn Soon. 


Excited Populace Likely to 


Ignore Constantine. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

ATHENS, Oct. 18 (via London.)— 
A French marine patro! last evening 
arrested at the point of the bayonet 
seven youths who were hooting the 
Entente powers. A huge crowd 
gathered for the purpose of rescuing 
them. The Greek military com- 
mander in Athens called out troops, 
who charged and dispersed the 
crowd. Greek patrols were imme- 
diately placed in various districts to 
control any attempt at anti-Entente 
manifestations. 

The French admiral in command 
informed the Premier that he would 
call at the ministry in the morning, 
although it is thought possible that 
as a result of the British Minister's 
audience with King Constantine the 
French troops may be withdrawn on 
that the Greeks maintain

er. | 

It is known that the King has 
given command that anti-Entente 
demonstrations must cease, as the 
very existence of Greece is at stake. 
It is difficult to say, however, wheth- 
er in the present state of public 
—— over the presence of marines 
foreign powers at Athens and 
Piraeus, even the King’s orders will 
be obeyed by the excited populace. 

MARINES TRANSFERRED. 


Three hundred French marines 
were transferred today from the mu- 
nicipal theater to the Zappeion ex- 
position building. within 400 yards 
of the King’s palace. They marched 
through the streets with bayonets 
fixed and trumpets blowing, accom- 
panied by moving-picture apparatus 
and an automobile with Franco- 
British secret police. The front of 
the larger palace structure is occu- 
pied by Prince Andrew and Princess 
Alice. - 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The Greek government today gave 
out the following communication: 

“The chief of the allied naval 
forces had advised the government 
that for reasons of security (En- 
tente) allied troops have been 
obliged to proceed with measures for 
the control of all the police of the 
State, for which detachments have 
been disembarked at Athens and 
Piraeus for control of the police and 
as a protective measure.” 

The Greek government further 
states that there is no evidence at 
present of any wider extension of 
the landing of Entente allied troops. 

KING’S GOOD FAITH. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.) 

LONDON, Oct. 18.—*The British 
Minister to Greece had a long inter- 
view with King Constantine this 
evening,” says a Reuter dispatch 
from Athens under date of Tues- 
day, “and it ig understood His 
Majesty insisted on the groundiess- 
ness of the suspicion that Greece 
contemplated an attack on the 
forces of Gen. Sarrail. As proof of 
his good faith the King is said to 
have declared his readiness to with- 
draw the Greek forces from Laris- 


The Greek provisiona! government 
has opened negotiations with the 
United States, says a dispatch from 
Athens to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company, to secure freedom of ac- 
tion in recruiting Greeks in Ameri- 
ca. Upon betng officially recognized 
the provisional government will send 
representatives to the United States 
and to Egypt and Cyprus to conduct 
recruiting campaigns. 

An Exchange Telegraph dispatch

DU FOURNET’S ACT...

flotillas further north had been very 
busy with ships apparently running 
for Horn’s Reef channel. 

WAS IT A MANEUVER. 

It looks, then, as if when we lost 
sight of the enemy in the smoke 
screen and the darkness, he had 
changed course and broken for 
home astern of our main fleets, and 
whether that was a sound maneuver 
or otherwise, he and the still flows 
of the North Sea alone can tell; but 
how is a layman to give any coherent 
paccount of an affair where a whole 
country’s coastline was the back- 

ound to a battle covering geograph- 
ical degrees? 

The records give the impression 
of illimitable gray waters, nicked on 
thelr uncertain horizons with the 
smudge and blur of ships, sparkling 
with fury against ships hidden un- 
der the curse of the world. 

Qne sees these distances madden- 
ingly obscured by walking mists and 
weak fogs, or wiped out by layers 
of funnel and gun smoke, and 
realizes how at the pace the ships 
were going, anything might be 
stumbled upon in the haze, or charge 
out of it when it Nfted. 

One comprehends too how the far- 
off glare of a great vessel afire might 
be reported as a local fire on a 
near-by enemy, or vice versa: how 
silhouettes caught for an instant in 
a shaft of pale light let down from 
the low sky might be fatally ‘diffi- 
cult to identify till too late. 

But add to all these inevitable con- 
fusions and misreckonings of time, 
shape and distance, changes at every 
angle of a squadron through and 
across other squadrons; sudden 
shift of centers of fights and even 
swifter restorations; wheelings, 
sweepings and regroupings such as 
accompany the passage across space 
of colliding universes; then blanket 
the whole inferno with the darkness 
of night, at full speed, and see what 
you can make of it. 


DESTROYERS OPEN BALL. 


A little time after the action be- 
Ban to heat up between our battle 
cruisers and the enemy's eight or 
ten of our destroyers open the 
ball for their branch of the service 
by breaking up an attack of enemy 
light cruisers and fifteen destroyers. 

They accounted for at least two 
destroyers, some think more, and 
drove the others back on their bat- 
tle cruisers. This scattered that 
fight a good deal over the sea. 
Three of our destroyers went head- 
on for the enemy's battle feet, 
which came down on them at ranges 
which eventually grew less than 
3000 yards, 

Our people ought to have been 
lifted off the seas bodily, byt they 
managed to fire a couple of torpe- 
does apiece while the range was 
diminishing. They had no illusions, 
says one of the three, speaking of 
her second shot, which she loosed 
at fairly close range. This torpedo 
was fired because it was considered 
very unlikely that the ship would 
escape disablement before another 
offered; but still they 

ve. 

It was three destroyers against all 
a battle cruiser fleet's quick-firers, 
as well as the fire of a batch of en- 
emy destroyers at 600 yards, and 
they were thankful for small mer- 
cies. “The position being favor- 
able.” a third torpedo was fired 
from each, while they yet floated, 
at 2500 yards. 

One destroyer was hit somewhere 
in the vitals and swerved badly 
across her next astern, who “was 
obliged to alter course to avoid col- 
lision, thereby failing to fire the 
fourth torpedo.” Then that next 
astern “observed the signal for de- 
stroyers’ recall” and went back to 
report to her flotilla captain—alone 
of her two companions. 

One was “badly hit and remained 
stopped between the lines.” The 
other “remained stopped, but was 
afloat when seen.” Ships that re- 
main stopped are lIlable to be 
rammed or sunk by methodical gun- 
fire. 

There was perhaps fifty minutes’ 
work put in before there was any 
really vicious edge to the action. as 
it did not steady the nerves of the 
enemy battle cruisers, any more 
than another attack made by an- 
other detachment of ours. 

t does one do when one 
passes ship ‘that remains 
stoppei?” I asked of a youth who 
had had the experience. 

“Nothing special; they cheer and 
you cheer back, One doesn’t think 
about it until afterward. You see, 
it may be your luck in another min- 
ute.” 

There were many other torpedo 
attacks in all parts of the battle 
that misty afternoon, including the 
quaint episode of an enemy light 
cruiser who “looked as if she were 
tryine”’ to torpedo one of our battle 
cruisers while the latter was par- 
ticularly engaged. 

IDEA OF DESTROYER. 

As a destroyer of ours was return- 
ing from special missions through 
batches of enemy battle cruisers and 
light cruisers, with the idea of at- 
taching herself to the nearest de- 
stroyer flotilla and make herself use- 
ful, it occurred to her that, as she 
was “in a most advantageous posi- 
tion for repelling the. enemy's de- 
stroyvers endeavoring to attack, she 
could not do better than remain on 
the engaged flank of our battle 
cruiser.” 

So she remained and considered 
things. There was an enemy battle 
cruiser squadron tin the offing; a 
batch of enemy light cruisers ahead 
of that squadron, and the weather 
was thickish and deceptive. 

She sighted an enemy light 
ctuiser, class uncertain, only a few 
thousand yards away, and “de- 
cided to attack her:in order to 
frustrate her firing torpedoes at our 
battle fleet.” This, In case the au- 
thorities should think that light 
cruiser wished to buy rubber. 

So she fell upon the light cruiser 
with every gun she had, at between 
2000 and 4000 yards, and secured a 
number of hits, just the same as at 
target practice. 

While thus occupled she sighted 
out of the midst the squadron of 
enemy battle cruisers that had wor- 
ried her earlier in the afternoon. 
Leaving the light cruiser she closed 
to what she considered a reasonable 
distance from the newcomers, and 
let them have, as she thought, both 
her torpedoes. 

She possessed an active acting 
sublieutenant, who, though officers 
of that rank think otherwise, is not 
very far removed from an ordinary 
midshipman of the type one sees In 
tow of relatives at the Army and 
Navy stores. 

HEROISM OF LIEUTENANT. 

He sat astride one of the tubes 
to make quite sure things were in 
order and, as it happened, she 
passed quite reasonably close to the 
light cruiser whom she had been 
hammering so faithfully till larger 
game appeared.

CALLS BRITAIN 
INCONSISTENT. 


Her Government of Ireland 
Criticised by Redmond. 
Desn’t Practice What She 
Preaches in Europe. 


Conscription and Man Power 
the Issue in Parliament. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.) 

LONDON, Oct. 18, 11 a.m.—The 
Irish question was again brought to 
the fore in the House of Commons 
today with the introduction by 
John Redmond of a motion criticis- 
ing the system of government of 
the isiand. The motion reads: 

“That the system of government 
at present maintained in Ireland is 
inconsistent with the principles 
wherefor the allies are fighting in 
Burope, and is, or has been, mainly 
responsible for the recent unhappy 
events, and for the present state of 
feeling in that country.” 

The motion was finally defeated. 

Since Mr. Redmond gave notice 
of his intention to attack the gov- 
ermment the Irish leaders have 
held a number of conferences 
with Baron Wimborne, Lord Lieu- 
tenant to Ireland, but these prob- 
ably had more to do with the sug- 
gestion of extension of conscription 
to Ireland than with the grievances 
arising from continuance of martial 
law and the failure to release all 
those arrested during the uprising 
in Ireland last spring. However, the 
question of conscription didi not 
come under Mr. Redmand’s motion. 
It doubtless will be disc 
morrow, when the whole subject of 
the man power of the empire comes 
under review. 

MOVES TO AMEND. 


Rawlinson moved as an 
amend 
tion the following: 

“Havi regard for the impor- 
tance of the United Kingdom, and 
Ireland combining with the rest o 
the empire in presenting a united 
front to the enemy, ft is not Jesir- 
able at the present time to discuss 
controversial matters of domestic 
politics.”’ 

Mr. Redmond told the House of 
Commons that the inclusion of Sir 
Edward Carson, the Ulster Unionist 
leader, in the coalition government 
when the Cabinet was reconstruct- 
ed, meant to thousands of Irishmen 
the belief that they had been be- 
trayed. He said he had prayed that 
Premier Asquith leave Ireland out 
of the coalition."The Premier had 
refused, ani the result was fatal. 

CROWDED HOUSE. 

Mr. Redmond moved his resolu- 
tion in the presence of a crowded 
house. Among those in the gallery 
were Baron Wimborne, the Lord 
Lieutenant; Baron Charles Beres- 
ford, Baron Pirrie and Baron Stan- 
fordham, King George's private sec- 
retary. The Irish leader gaid it was 
undeniable the situation tn Ireland 
was full of menace and danger. and 
he contrasted the state of affairs 
with the genuine enthusiasm for the 
allies in Ireland at the beginning of 
the war. He proceeded to review 
the situation in detail. 

Mr. Redmond said the situation 
was full of menace and danger; of 
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menace to the hopes and aspirations 
of Ireland and to a good under- 
standing’ between Great Britain and 
Ireland, ani to the highest inter- 
ests of the empire at the present 
moment. 

“My object is to ally, not to in- 
flame feeling, and to show how it is 
possible to save the situation,” he 
continued. “I do not want to make 
& party speech, and accordingly 
start my survey with the outbreak 
of the war. 

“From the very first the efforts 
of the Nationalist leaders were 
thwarted and snubbed, and, looking 
back, I am amazed at the success 
whi under the circumstances, at- 
tend their efforts. Ireland had 
167,000 men in the army, of which 
$2,000 were Catholics, and 10,200 
in the navy. Thirty thousand Na- 
tionalist volunteers had enlisted, and 
if it had not been for distrust of 
Ireland im the early phases of the 
war the number of volunteers would 
have been trebled.” 

The Nationalist leader complained 
that the delay in putting the home 
rule bill on the statute book gave 
the opponents in Ireland an oppor- 
tunity of saying that they were 
about to be cheated in their trade. 
The promise made by Premier As- 
quith as to the creation of an Irish 
army corps also never had been ac- 
ceded to, he commented. 

The difficult task of the National- 
ists to popularize the army had been 
systematically thwarted, Mr. Red- 
mond continued. The new national 
university. was not allowed to or- 
ganize an officers’ training corps, 
while a number of privileges had 
been granted Trinity University. He 
complained generally of the unsym- 
pathetic attitude of the War Office 
in regard to various measures sug- 
gested to popularize recruiting in 
Ireland. Changes were made, but 
too late, he declared. 

Taking each thing individually, he 
went on, the effect was small, but 
cumulatively the effect was enor- 
mous, and the undoubted enthusi- 
asm at the beginning of the war be- 
gan to die away. 

THE FINAL BLOW. 


The final blow came in the for- 
mation of the coalition govern- 
ment, the speaker said. 

“I am profoundly convinced that 
if the rising had been dealt with in 
the spirit with which Premier Botha 
dealt with the rising in South Africa 
it would have meant the saving of 
the situation.” 

Mr. Redmond went on, “Ireland 
was denounced because a couple of 
thousand men had attempted this 
mad rebellion. Ireland had not been 
South Africa; Ireland, 
who hadn't had ten years experience 
with free institutions, like South 
Africa.” 

Mr. Redmond asked what was the 
purpose of the government in gset- 
ting up a Unionist administration in 
Dublin and what they proposed to 
do. Had the new Chief Secretary 
found a solution? Was it proposed 
to maintain martial law? 

He said he would do everything 
possible to maintain the Irish regi- 
ments at their full strength, but it 
was no use asking him to do the 
impossible. It was the duty of the 
empire to remove all that made for 
bad faith and bad management and 
settle Ireland on a basis of freedom 
and responsibliity. 

Compulsion, he declared, only 
would aggravate the difficulty, and 
he asked that the Irish recruits en- 
listed in the United Kingdom should 
be sent to Irish regiments. 

“The whole situation can only be 
met by boldly grappling with the 
Irish situation,” continued Mr. Red- 
mond. “So long as the present state 
of government exists in Ireland, so 
long will the present excited and tr- 
ritated public feeling exist; so long 
as the Irish people see that Eng- 
land, fighting for the rights of small 
nationalities In Europe, is maintain- 
ing by martial law the Unionist 
government against the will of the 
people of Ireland, no real improve- 
ment can be hoped for. 

“Let the government withdraw 
martial law and put in command of 
the forces in Ireland a man who 
has not been connected with the un- 
happy transactions of the past. Let 
the administration of the Defense of 
the Realm Act be as stringent as they 
like, but animated by the same spirit 
and carried into effect by the same 
machinery as in Great Britain. Let 
the 500 untried prisoners be fe- 
the penal servitude 
prisoners be treated as political 
prisoners, and above all, let the gov- 
ernment take courage in its own 
hands and trust the Irish people once 
and: for all by putting the home rule 
act in operation and resolutely and 
on its own responsibility face any 
problems which that might entail.” 


PRESENT CONDITIONS. 
Mr. Redmond declared that present 


conditions were injuriously affecting 
the British cause throughout Amer- 
ica and the dominions, especially at 
the present moment in Australia. As 
one who had honestly done his best 
and who was prepared to continue 
honestly to do his best to win the 
war, no matter what the risks to his 
own popularity and influence might 


be, he begged the government to 
hearken seriously to his warning 
advice. 


Sir Edward Duke, the Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, replying to Mr. Red- 
mond, said he recognized that under- 
lying Mr. Redmond’s speech was a 
profound desire that Ireland should 
play a part worthy of the highest 
traditions of her countrymen in this 
great struggle. The rea! question, he 
continued, with which this country 
and Ireland were confronted was 
whether when Great Britain was 
fighting for her existence Ireland, 
from one cause or another, should 
stand aside. Those grounds of crit- 
icieam which referred to mistakes and 
recruiting mismanagement were ca- 
pable of remedy. he added, and Mr. 
Lioyd George, the Secretary for War, 
was particularly “qualified to deal 
with them. 

Mr. Duke sald that 560 men etill 
interned for participation in the Irish 
uprising were ringleaders and he 
asked “Do the Nationalists desire 
660 triale for treason with the con- 
sequences which follow?” 

The time had not come, he con- 
tinued, when many of the interned 
men safely could be permitted to re- 
turn to the countryside, but men 
who made application and who had 
been able to offer security were be- 
ing released. There must be some 
restraint, he insisted, upon men from 
the southwest who took part in or 
sympathized with the rebellion and 
who had not abandoned what he 
characterized as their foolish ambi- 
tion and if nothing better could be 
devised martial law would have to 
be continued. 

The rising in Dublin. Mr. Duke 
deciared, could not be regarded as a 
local happening and it was impos- 
sible for the government to accept 
the prescriptions of Mr. Redmond. 
The Secretary said he sympathised 
with the Nationalists’ disappoint- 
ment in the delay of the application 
of the home rule act, but declared 
that the real obstacle was the dis- 
akreement among Irishmen them- 
selves, and for that the British sys-

blamed. He pleaded strongly for a 
‘voluntary settlement of the _ Irish

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ernment must bide ita time, he ad 
ded. It must withdraw every re- 
striction as soon as possible, but its 
paramount duty was to secure to 
every law-abiding subject of Ireland 
protection by every means at its 
command. 

T. P. O'Connor sald that Secretary 
Duke's speech simply meant coer- 
cion, more coercion and still more 
coercion, but the whole history of 
Ireland proved that coercion was 
useless. 

Chal by Timothy Healy, 
Premier Asquith said he would be 
most happy if the American Ambas- 
sador would visit the Irish prisoners 
to ascertain if they were being treat- 
ed properly. 

Sir John Simon, the former Home 
Secretary, contended that the con- 
tinuance of martial law in Ireland 
was needless. Its removal, he said, 
would assuage the bitter and danger- 
ous feelings. 

John Norton Griffith, Unionist, 
having expressed the opinion that it 
would be impracticable to attempt 
to apply conscription in Ireland, 
Premier Asquith, rising, admitted 
that there had been a regrettable 
blunder in recruiting in the early 
stages and said that Mr. Redmond’s 
suggestions for filling up with Irish- 
men the wasted ranks of the gallant 
Irish division would receive the most 
sympathetic attention. No man had 
rendered more constant, loyal or ef- 
fective service in recruiting, he de- 
clared, than the Irish leader. 

Repudiating the allegation that 
Dublin castle was being run by a 
Unionist administration, the Premier 
said it must be remembered that 
they were dealing with a provisional 
and, he hoped, a transitory situation. 

MARTIAL LAW. 

Martial law in the commonly-ac- 
cepted sense was not being applied 
to Ireland, and if the desired ends 
could be secured by different means 
nobody would be more anxious to 
adopt them than the government. 
He did not consider it safe. in view 
of the possible recrudescence of re- 
cent events, to dispense with the ex- 
isting safeguards, but the govern- 
ment Was desirous at the eartliest 
possible moment to revert to normal 
conditions. 

Turning to the question of the 
Irish prisoners, some stormy pas- 
sages Occurred. Mr. Asquith prom- 
ised that those detained should be 
liberated the moment it was con- 
sidered safe to do so.

I take nothing back of what 
I said on my return from my visit 
to Ireland with regard to the impos- 
sibility of forcibly imposing on any 
part of Ireland a form of govern- 
ment lacking their consent.” 

Nationalist cries of “What are you 
doing now?” 

In conclusion the Premier said 
that the atmosphere now existing in 
Ireland could be dispersed only by 
an agreed settlement. He believed 
there was no party, no sane politi- 
cian in Great Britain, whe would 
not welcome with joy such an agree- 
ment, and co-operate wholehearted- 
ly therein, and he prayed it might 
soon be reached. 

The Premier’s h was re- 
eeived with manifest signs of disap- 
proval by the Nationalists, 

Joseph Devlin, Nationalist for 
West Belfast, regretted that he was 
unable to congratulate the Prime 
Minister on a single suggestion to- 
ward solving the Irish problem or a 
single word of sympathy with those 
endeavoring to preserve the consti- 
tutional movement tn Ireland. 

The government, he asserted, had 
handed over Irish affairs to Lord 
Lansdowne, Maj. Price and the edi- 
tor of the Morning Post, and he 
suggested that that triumvirate 
should take over the work of re- 
cruiting in Ireland and see whether 
they would succeed. The fovern- 
ment could get al] the men it want- 
ed in Ireland, he declared, if home 
rule were granted. 

LLOYD GEORGE SPEAKS. 

David Lioyd George, Secretary of 
War, eald: 

“At the most critical period of 
recrulting, at the beginning of the 
war, some stupidities, which at 
times almost looked like malignance, 
were perpetrated in Ireland, and 
were beyond relief. It is very diffi- 
cult to recover a lost opportunity 
of that kind, where national sus- 
ceptibilities have been offended and 
original enthusiasm killed.” 

Every effort, he continued. was 
being made to keep Irishmen in 
Irish regiments, and only in cases 
of military emergency were Irish- 
men drafted into non-Irish regi- 
ments. He was sorry to say that 
some of the Irish battalions of Eng- 
lish regiments had ceased to be 
Irish in character. 

The total number of recruits 
from Treland since the beginning of 
the war, sald the r Secretary, 
was 105,000, or 2% per cent. of the 
population, which was very low com- 
pared with the remainder of the 
United Kingdom. 

Looking at the urgency of the 
military problem, he hoped that the 
men of all parties would help Mr. 
Redmond to their utmost to solve 
his difficulties and create a better 
atmosphere in Treland with regard 
to recruiting. He desired to see this 
gallant and warlike people brought 
back to their original temper at the 
outbreak of the war. Fivervbody in 
England and the men of all parties 
in Treland should consider how to 
remove the causes of iniustice. dis- 
trust and suspicion between the two 
races, which rendered it impossible 
for them to co-operate. 

“T believe it can be done,” said 
the Secretary.

He said the warring countries of 
Europe were spending enough money 
in. one day to reclaim thousands of 
acres of swamp and arid land in the 
United States, and urged the support 
of legisiation appropriating 
money for this reclamation work. 

D. W. Murphy of Denver, Colo., 
engineer in charge of drainage for 
the United States Reclamation Serv- 
ice, spoke at the session today on 
the drainage of irrigated lands in 
the West and declared that the 
drainage of irrigated lands which 
had been waterlogged was even more 
important than the placing of water 
on these lands by means of irriga- 
tion projects. 

George Albert Smith of Salt Lake 
City was elected president tonight 
at the closing business session.

In. spite of President Wilson's 
deciarations in favor of a Short work 
day, Mr. Flaherty shows that in the 
Chicago postoffice 800 clerks have 
averaged 105 hours’ overtime during 
the last four months and conditions 
are daily growing worse. He charges 
that the department officials are di- 
rectly responsible for this condition 
as the current appropriation meas- 
ures of the department made provi- 
sion for the appointment of 1300 
additional clerks and that few of 
these appointments have been made 
while the present force is being over- 
worked to the point of actual physi- 
cal exhaustion.

A new and striking illumination 
system for the business district of 
Los Angeles—with Broadway as the 
premier unit—is a possibility that 
was substantially advanced yester- 
day by the action of this new asso- 
clation.

Genera] Electric Company to make 
an appropriation for his use in 
working out a plan for the 
illuminating system here. 

Mr. Ryan, who met with the busi- 
ness men here, returned to San 
Francisco last night, but telegraphed 
to the company before he departed 
and to receive a definite re- 
ply within three days. If the ap- 
propriation is granted he will move 
his offices from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles and begin work on the en- 
gineering plans, etc. He stated yes- 
terday that it is probable he will be 
able to present definite plans for the 
illumination within thirty 

ys. 


‘Mr. McCarthy, who was one of 
the itteemen who had charge 
of the flluminating system 
for Broadway—and which was the 
first extensive ornamental illuminat- 
ing system installed in any large 
American city—treviewed the his- 
tory of that enterprise and read «a 
letter from F. W. Blanchard, who 
was also a member of that com- 
mittee, favoring the new system. 

» Mr. Ryan related the history of 
the movement for the modern light— 
ing of San Francisco and Salt Lake, 
and declared it his hope that these 
cities and Los Angeles would stand 
forth as the three best lighted cities 
in the United States. 

COST NOT GREAT. 

He stated that from $10,000 to 
$12,000 would be required in engi- 
neering and designing the Los An- 
geles system, and declared that, 
while it would be logical to place 
the first unit on Broadway, as the 
city’s principal retail street, this 
should be considered simply the 
start of a systern that would include 
Main, Spring and Hill streets, and 
possibly various cross streets. He 
said that he had been approached 
with a request to prepare a plan for 
Fifth street from the Southern Pa- 
cific Station westward, but consid- 
ered it best to centralize present ef- 
fort on Broadway, as the other 
streets were certain to fall in line 
when the effectiveness of this one 
lighting unit is observed. He stated 
that the San Francisco merchants 
got back all they paid f their 
Market-street system during the first 
week it was in use. 

Mr. Ryan said that the cost of the 
Market-street system was $2.78 per 
front foot per year, which ineludes 
everything, and that his tentative 
estimate for Broadway was $3 per 
front foot per year. 

The subject was generally dis- 
cussed, and most favorably received, 
after which there followed the ac- 
tion of the business men, asking for 
Mr. Ryan’s work in planning a sys- 
tem for this city.

LAST CALL FOR 
AGED COMRADE. 


Drummer Hilliker Sinks into 
His Final Sleep, 


Just Before Passing He Plans 
Care of Instrument. 


Was Given Medal of Honor 
for Bravery in Action, 


Facing death with the same cour- 
age that had won him a special 
medal of honor from Congress and 
had carried him through many bat- 
tles of the Civil] War, a hero, Benja- 
min F. Hilliker, a comrade of Stan- 
ton Post, No. 65, G.A.R., and one 
of the best known veterans in the 
State, passed away early yesterday 
morning at his residence, No. 426 
North Broadway. 

Several hours before the end came, 
physicians told the rapidly sinking 
veteran that it was expected at any 
minute, but Mr. Hilliker, knowing 
he had not long to live, calmly spent 
his remaining moments instructing 
his children how to preserve the 
precious drum that he had carried 
through the war, and the priceless 
meda] of honor conferred on him by 
Congress for bravery at the siege of 
Vicksbarg, June 4, 1863. With these 


important possessions attended to, 
the aged soldier bade good-by to his 
wife and three sons, and awaited 
the end, a smile on his face and his 
eyes resting on the American flag 
draped across the wall of his room. 
ENLISTED AS DRUMMER. 
Comrade Hilliker was born in Erie 
county, New York, May 23, 1843. 
While still a young man he went to 
Wisconsin, and was residing in the 
city of Waupaca when the Civil War 
out. He was then 18 years 
old. ©“ When the Bighth Wisconsin 
Regiment, world famed as the “Old 
Eagle t” that went into bat- 
tle with the giant live Eagle, “Old 
Abe,” victory from its 
battle flag, started forming, young 
Hilliker attempted to enlist. But so 
great were the number of men offer- 
ing themselves, that the younger men 
were not admitted. But he was in- 


Throughout the long war, Mu- 
sician Hilliker drummed his com- 
rades to victory, always keeping as 
far in front of the fighting line as 
possible, leading his comrades on 
with the roll of his drum. At the 
seige of Vicksburg he practically led 
the entire regiment in a charge on 
the Confederates that gained for Gen. 
Grant a line of almost impregnable 
trenches of the enemy. The young 
drummer beat the charge while run- 
ning 600 yards in front of his charg- 
ing regiment, a Confederate bullet 
stopping him just as he gained the 
en 


When he recovered, he was told 

that Congress had awarded him the 
Medat of Honor “for having in ac- 
tion involving actual combat with an 
enemy distinguished himself con- 
spicuously by gallantry or intrepid- 
ity, at the risk of his life above and 
beyond the call of duty.” 
At the close of the war, Mr. Hil- 
liker returned to W , and la- 
ter to Michigan. It was there he 
met and married Lydia L. Lamb. 
Three sons, now living in Los Ange- 
les, were born to this union. They 
are Dr. E. P. Hilitker, Harley B. Hil- 
liker and W. M. Hilliker. Mrs. Lydia 
Lamb Hilliker ig remembered in the 
East for her work as a member of 
the Women’s Relief Corps. Mr. Hil- 
liker leaves a widow, Mrs. Mary Hil- 
liker, his second wife, in Los Ange- 
les 


Thirty-five years ago the veteran 
closed up his business in the East 
and moved to Los Angeles. He had 
been a resident of this city ever 
since, and was widely known in 
G.A.R. circles of the State. Until two 
months ago he enjoyed the best of 
health, and last Memorial Day par- 
ticipated in the services, beating his 
beloved drum in the Veterans’ Fife 
and Drum Corps. 

When told he could live no longer, 
Comrade Hilliker instructed that his 
drum and medal of honor be en- 
cased in a cabinet and preserved to 
posterity. Funeral services wil) be 
conducted at Patriotic Hall at 2 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. Inter- 
ment will be in Hollywood Cemetery.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 18.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:]) In yester- 
day's issue of your excellent news- 
paper a clever woman who attended 
the services of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church last Sunday night

This fair Californian charges that 
I made a statement which was “ab- 
surd” and which I failed to “verify” 
when I said that if Amendment No. 
1 should be carried “the wine-grape 
growers will have three years and 
two months to grow a more profita- 
ble crop—by grafting the table and 
raisin grapes, which bring much bet- 
ter prices to the grower. Those who 
know say that by inserting the graft 
six inches below the ground, pack- 
ing the earth closely around, leav- 
ing two buds above the ground, the 
grower can pick grapes the first 
year, have a good crop the second 
and a full crop the third.” This 
statement which your <urt corre- 
spondent pronounces “absurd” is an 
extract from the official Horticul- 
tural Report of the State of Caltfor- 
nia, for 1913, Vol. 2, Sections 3 and 
4, pp. 483-512, where the matter of 
grafting the unprofitable wine grape 
is discussed at length with scientific 
accuracy. This good woman who 
claims to be “thoroughly conver- 
sant” with the subject will no doubt 
be glad to add to her fund of in- 
formation. Sup absurdi 
often clear away as intelligent peo- 
ple pursue their investigations fur- 
ther. 

This lady letter writer rather 
rudely pooh-poohs what she calls my 
“argument” when I said that one- 
half the small county of Napa would 
suffice to accommodate all the wine- 
grape vineyards of California. That 
is a statement of fact which even 
one “thoroughly conversant with the 
technical side of grape 
cannot deny. 

The plain “fact” is that all over 
our State the growing of wine grapes 
unproductive. In 
Fresno county alone State Senator 
A. M. Drew says that 10,000 acres 
of wine grapes have been budded 
over to Thompson seedless, raisin 
grapes. In Sonoma county, which 
adjoins little Napa, the growers are 
pulling out every ninth vine and 
planting prunes, because prunes are 
selling at 25 cents a pound and wine 
grapes are a losing proposition at 
$6 per ton. 

Prohibition is not confiscation of 
the vineyards. The truth is that if 
prohibition had not been agitated, 
and even if it should not now carry, 
it will be only a few years until 
wine-grape growing will be wholly 
abandoned by enterprising Califor- 
nians who want to make money. 
Prohibition wfll not hurt or inter- 
fere with the production of the 
raisin and table grape, and every- 
body ts now familiar with the fig- 
ures, which show that last year 
raisins sold for $106.000.000 and ta- 
ble grapes for $9,500,000, while the 
entire wine-grape crop brought only 
$3,000,000, only a small portion of 
which was profit to the growers. 

The growing of wine grapes has 
been a losing industry tn California 
for years. The Stanford Vina vine- 
yard was at one time reputed to be 
the largest vineyard in the world, 
but over 4900 acres of wine grapes 
have been dug up and planted to al- 
falfa and fruit and nut trees. 

Mr. Editor, your versatile corrte- 
spondent leaves the “technical side 
of grape growing” in which she is 
“thoroughly conversant,” and boldly 
enters the ecclesiastical field, and 
says that wine cannot be bad be- 
cause it is used in the Holy Com- 
munion and was blessed and used by 
“the hollest being that ever lived.” 
There is not space here, but ft would 
take only a few minutes to convince 
most people that Jesus Christ did not 
make intoxicating wine at the wed- 
ding feast and did not use intoxicat- 
Ine wine at the last supper. Jesus 
was a Jew. The last supper was 
part of the celebration of the pass- 
over feast. During the week of pass- 
over and preparation no sorts of fer- 
mented food or drink were permit- 
ted. Even the bread must be un- 
leavened. It would seem that noth- 
ing but unfermented wines were ever 
used in the temple services and in the 
passover sacrameft. There is no 
douB8t that Jesus used unfermented 
wine when He tnetituted the last sup- 
per. He refers to it as “the fruit of 
the vine,” and not as the iniquitous 


product of man’s depraved ingenuity. 


universal ie this belief and so 
ingidious is alcoholic wine that 
most the entire Protestant church | 
today uses the unfermenteéd juice of | 
the grape in the solem ‘commem- | 
oration of the holy cuch#ist. | 

In conclusion, let me say, Mr. Ed- 
itor, that while I deeply sympathize 
with the two little daughters up in 
Napa county who may suffer some 
temporary financial inconvenience 
when prohibition carries, it ig posi- 


tively certain that when their father 
shall have replanted his land with 
productive crops, by the time these 
tiny Californians shall have come to 
be graceful young womep their par- 
ents will have many more thousands 
of dollars to provide educational ad- 
vantages. 

An honored citizen of Los Angeles 
tells me this tragic story concerning 
what a drunken father, infuriated by 
drink, did in his home with a pitch- 
fork. It was at the close of a lovely 
summer day when a man crazed with 
liquor returned to his home where 
were his wife and a sweet little 4- 
year-old daughter. Maddened by al- 
cohol, as he entered the house he 
spied a pitchfork, and, seizing it in 
his powerful hands, he drove it into 
the body of the helpless child, and, 
lifting it over his shoulder, he 
danced about the room like some 
devil from hell, gloating over his 
suffering little victim. The piercing 
shrieks of the mother brought 
prompt assistance, but not in time 
to save the life of the little darling. 

Did you ever hear anything more 
terrible and tragic? And is it true 
that the State and the nation actu- 


ally license the sale of an intoxicat- 


ing beverage which steals away the 
reason of men and transforms them 
into fiendish brutes and raging de- 
mons? We must not forget the 
drunkard’s daughter.
